every winter. Guides or dragomen, 
as they are called, bring out their 
most colourful robes. and turbans to 
catch the eye of Transatlantic 
yisitors, . especially’ ladies, whose 
minds are, full’ of the sheik 
romances. of. the cincmatograph.. 
Hawkers lay in stocks of glittering 
beads, brass .ornaments, and 2 
variety. of cheap curios’ most’ of 


‘|ewhich are specially ‘manufactured 


in Europe, .whilst’ there is o ‘brisk 
business in Egypt 
making of scarabs and other ‘‘ anti- 
quities.”” So accurate are some: of 
these forgeries that even experts 
are sometimes deceived. " ;
